1930's. TOOTSIE PALERMO, formerly operated the Black Steer

Blue Bird Reståurant in Calumet City which was later remodeled b6 
to employ "strippers and B girls".

Night Club, Calumet City, Illinois which was then owned by 






He advised that the 
Playhouse was a number 1 night club in Calumet City in the — 
1930's and that the proceeds from this operation were way above 
the average of the other night clubs which were being operated 

at that time. On å unrecalled night shortly after World War II 
he entered the Playhouse but found| — extremely upset over 
the fact that two unidentified hoodlums reportedly hired by 
PALERMO and LAPORTE had.during the noon hour dropped two "stink 
bombs" in the Playhouse while the bartender was operating the 
establishment. The odor from these bombs on the stage and in 
the carpeting made it necessary for the club to close that day 
for the purpose of fumigation. Upon its re-opening the Playhouse 
again attracted the majority of customers and operated smoothly 
for several days until a representative of the Bartender's Union 
appeared and ordered the barteüder from behind the bar since 

the Playhouse had failed to join the union. Upon going outside 
it was noted that the establishment was being picketed by various 
Italian individuals who were normally employed in other strip 
Joints in Calumet City.

The April 1, 1962, edition of the "Chicago Heights 
Star" previously described carried an article concerning the 
death of STEFANO GENE FRANZE.

Survivors 
included his wife CLARA and 3 sisters Mrs. I RENE ROY, East Chicago 
Heights, Mrs. CATHERINE SIRIANI and Mrs. MARY TOSSI of Chicago

Previous investigation was established that TONY 
and FRANK FRANZ are the licensees of various Calumet City, Illinois
